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Remarks 



Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present U.S. Patent 
application as amended herein. Claims 3, 4, 6, 8 and 12 have been amended. Claims 9 
and 13 have been canceled previously. Claim 15 is canceled herein. No claims have 
been added. Thus, claims 1-8, 10-12, 14, 16 and 17 are pending. 

Objection to the Specification 

The specification was objected to for an informality. The identified informality 
has been corrected herein. Accordingly, Applicants request that the objection to the 
specification be withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, First Paragraph 

Claims 8, 10-12, 14 and 15 were rejected as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. Claim 15 has been canceled. Therefore, the rejection of claim 
15 is moot. Specifically, the claims allegedly contain subject matter that was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one of ordinary skill in the 
relevant art. 
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The claims have been amended to consistent with the specification as originally 
filed. For example, support for claims 8 and 12 can be found in paragraph 0025 of the 
application as originally filed. Accordingly, Applicants submit that the claims, as 
amended, satisfy the enablement requirement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. $ 1 12. Second Paragraph 

Claims 3, 4 and 6 were rejected as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the invention. The claims have been 
amended to more distinctly claim the subject matter of the invention. Therefore, 
Applicants request that the rejection of the claims as being indefinite be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 16 and 17 were allowed. Claims 3, 4 and 6 would be allowable 
if rewritten to amend or overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, Second 
Paragraph. 

Conclusion 

For at least the foregoing reasons, Applicants submit that the rejections have been 
overcome. Therefore, claims 1-8, 10-12, 14, 16 and 17 are in condition for allowance 
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and such action is earnestly solicited. The Examiner is respectfully requested to contact 
the undersigned by telephone if such contact would further the examination of the present 
application.
